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Situated on the “Gold Coast” of Connecticut, the posh 
community of Greenwich is home to some of the wealthi- 


est and most influential citizens in America. Just an hour 
outside of New York City, the suburb offers a more 
relaxed and enjoyable lifestyle for those who can afford it. 

Even in Greenwich where mansions and manicured 
lawns abound, however, there is a rougher side of town 
that is the stomping ground of Rodney, Pete Gas 
and Joey Abs—better known as the Mean Street Posse! 
Childhood friends of Shane McMahon and the entire 
McMahon family, this trio of superstars may look “well- 
to-do,” but bustin’ heads is their favorite pastime! 

Whether it’s maxing out their Visa Platinum cards at 
Abercrombie and Fitch by day or cruising the avenues in 
their custom Mercedes by night, Pete Gas, Rodney and 
Joey Abs are regarded as the toughest Posse ever to hail 
from Greenwich. Those who make the mistake of getting 
in their faces will suffer the consequences! 

The Mean Street Posse’s journey to the World 
Wrestling Federation began in the hallowed halls of 
Greenwich’s finest private learning institutions, where 
Pete, Rodney and Joey were classmates and friends of 
Shane. During those years, the Posse 
became a force to be reckoned with 
both in the classroom and on the 
streets. Whether it was Shane-O- 
Mac putting the beat down on 
some punk, or the notori- 
ous Willie Green becom- 
ing Public Enemy #1 to 
the A.S.P.C.A.—every 
day someone had to 
pay! Thanks to the 
“Boy Wonder” and 
the family business, 


over the years the Posse were educated in the ways of 
the sports-entertainment business and eventually became 
Shane’s closest associates when he rose to power in the

The Federation was first introduced to the Mean Street 
Posse prior to WrestleMania XV when they backed up 
Shane-O during his Federation European Championship 
defenses. In the following weeks, Pete Gas and Rodney 
moved up the ranks when Patterson and Brisco were fired 
from the Corporation—and the Posse subsequently 
engaged in a series of battles with the former “stooges.” 
Although Rodney and Pete Gas were later forced from 
the Federation after a loss to Patterson and Brisco, within 
weeks the brash youths were back when Shane assumed 
control of the Federation for a short time. 

The Mean Street Posse would increase in numbers this 
past June when Joey Abs—the biggest and most brutal 
of the group—debuted. He and the rest of the Posse 
immediately targeted Test, who they felt had no business 
associating with Stephanie McMahon, Shane’s sister. In 
his in-ring Federation debut on the July 5 RAW, Abs got 
the first crack at passing the Test. It was all a setup by the 

Posse—while Pete Gas, Rodney and 

Joey triple-teamed the superstar, 
Shane forced his sister to watch. 
As it turned out, this “Pearl Harbor” 
ambush was only the beginning 
of the battle over Stephanie.

ig Dog was a giant pink, stuffed animal about twice my 
size with a white face and a red tongue. Big Dog 
protected me at night while | was sleeping and listened 
unconditionally to all my stories. Big Dog was my friend of five 
years, and Shane was holding him hostage. 

“Shane, PLEASE don’t do it!” | screamed as loud as | could, 
with all my heart and soul. Shane turned to look at me with 
a malicious smile, the look in his eyes revealed a sort of evil 
ecstasy and in his hand was Big Dog's little red, protruding 
tongue. 

“I'm gonna rip it o-off,” Shane said in a sing-songy voice, 
knowing he was driving me crazy. “Uh, don’t take another 
step or Big Dog will definitely lose his tongue.” 

| was stuck. If | tried to physically stop him, the tongue 
would come off. So, what could | do? | looked at my brother 
with utter disbelief and decided | would have to beg.
